T he Anſwer on behalf of the City of London, to the 
Reaſons of the County of Middleſex. 


He Houſes in Loxdor are chiefly inhabited by Retailers and 
Handicrafts men, who are much impoveriſhed in their Per- 
ſonal Eſtates both by the Fire, and the withdrawing of the 
Trade into the Out-Pariſhes in Middleſex. 


2. The Houſes in Loxdon, built according to A& of Parliament, are many 
of them Empty, and many filled with mean Perſons, of mean and inconſt- 
derable Callings : And that part of the City, that was not conſumed by the 
Fire, 1s likewiſe filled with very many neceſſitous People. And ſuch other 
poor that are withdrawn out of the City, that received Penſions before the 
Fire, do ſtill receive thoſe Penſions from the reſpettive Pariſhes unto which 
they did then belong. 


3. The Houſes Eaſtward of the City are ſincethe Fire greatly increaſed, and 


better inhabited by Merchants, and very many other conſiderable Traders, who 
have now left the City. 


4. The Houſes Weſtward of the City are not only inhabited by Lords and 
Gentlemen of Quality, who ( beſides their Houſes ) are aſſeſſed, and do pay 
ſome part of the Tax, as by the Books may appear, but alſo by Eminent Tradeſ- 
men in Covent-Garden, the Strand, Hieh Holborn, &c. And the number of the 
Poor maintained by the City beirng very great, the Annual Charge of them to 
the City amounteth unto Fitteen Thouſand Three Hundred Forty One pounds 
Six ſhillings at the leaſt, 


5. The City defires not Eaſe from the Land-part of Middleſex, but only 


from thoſe Pariſhes that are within the Bills of Mortality within the ſaid 
County. 


* 6. Thoſe Citizens that have left the City are an Advantage to the Pariſhes 
' within the County 1n reſpect of their Trades, Families, and paying of Taxes. 
And thole that live within the City, and have any Stock in the Baſt-Jrdia Com- 
pany, or other Companies, are rated within the City for their Perfonal Eſtates, 
' but the greateſt part of the Stocks of thoſe Companies belonging to ſeveral, 
inhabiting within the County of Middleſex, and other parts without the City, 
cannot be rated within the City. 


7. The County of Middleſex was not charged upon the Accoiint of any 
Office in London : But ſeveral Officers, who keep their Offices in London, 


were taxed in Middleſex, and paid there, to the great Advantage of that 
County.
